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Taz Heart-ſhape-leaved Protea was introduced to Britain in the year 1792, from the Cape of Good 2 
Hope, by Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy; at whoſe nurſery it is now, this preſent month of March, 1803, ? 
the Cape called Hottentots Holland; the ſtem, in its native ſtate, laying on the ground, ſeldom more 
than a foot in length, and the flowers proceeding from it near its baſe, It is rather delicate, ſhould 
be kept in a very airy part of the green-houſe, and planted in a light loamy ſoil. It is propagated by 
cuttings, made in the month of April, and kept under a common hand-glaſs, the pot being plunged 
in a ſhady border.

Tux roots of this plant were received at the ſame time with the double Camellias, China Roſes, &c. 
from China, by the late J. Slater, Eſq. of Laytonſtone, Eſſex; we have, nevertheleſs, good reaſon to 
believe it was known formerly in our gardens; but has been certainly loſt, for many years, to us. It 
is faid to have been cultivated by James Sherrard, M. D. in 1732, as copied from Dellinens's Hortus 
Eltbamenſis, into the Kew Catalogue. Miller speaks of it as flowering freely, and perfeRing its 
ſeeds; whereas, in the Hort. Kew. they omit its time of flowering, which, had it ever flowered there, 
would certainly have been noted. Our drawing was taken in the month of July laſt year, 1802, from 
a plant in the Hibbertian Collection, the firſt and only time we have ever ſeen it flower in England: 
It is propagated by the roots, which are large and fleſhy; the plant is herbaceous, and ſhould have 
but little water during the winter months, as the roots are very ſubject to rot; they are imported 
nas a drug, under the name of China-root.

Ta1s moſt fingular genus of plants, in external appearance fo reſembling paſſerina, yet ſo perfealy 
diſtin in the parts of fructification, is certainly amongſt the handſomeſt of the natural order in which 


it ranks. The long lender chives which extend nearly to the length of the border of the bloſſom, in- 


dependent ot the fingular retrofraction of one of its ſegments, give it a character, we think, decidedly 
ſufficient on which to have formed the Genus. This is the third ſpecies known; it was introduced 
to the Hibbertian collection, in 1800, by Mr. Niven, from the Cape of Good Hope. It is a very de-

Our preſent plant is one of the rareſt Proteas at this time in England; as, we believe, there has never 
been but one importation of the ſeeds from the Cape, and no one species of this numerous genus is 
with more difficulty propagated by cuttings. Its lower leaves are apt to ſuffer much from damps in 
winter; in conſequence, the ſtem becomes bare till near the top; the plant grows about three feet 
high, and flowers in Auguſt, or September. Our figure was taken from the Hibbertian collection, 
where it flowered, in 1802, for the firſt time in Britain, We owe its introduction to Meſſrs. Lee and 
Kennedy, Hammerſmith, about the year 1790. We have our doubts of this plant being the P. to- 
mentoſa of Thunberg; for although he, in his deſcription of that ſpecies, comes nigh many of the 
characters of P. candicans, yet his determining the leaves to be linear, and dowoy, and our having 
drawings, taken from two other ſpecies, approaching this in habit, yet nigher affined to P. tomentoſa,

Tus ſpecies of Paſſion Flower, from Norfolk Iſland, was introduced to Britain in the year 1792, and 
was firſt raĩ ied, from ſeeds, at the Hammerſmith Nurſery. It is a greenhouſe plant, loving heat and 
drought, thrives in a light ſandy ſoil, and is readily increaſed by cuttings; which ſhould be placed 
in the heat of the bark-bed in the hothouſe, or cucumber hot-bed, in the month of April. 

In the young ſtate of the plant, the leaves are leſs harſh, appear rather ſcolloped than lobed, and 
much reſemble in ſhape thoſe of the Maiden-hair Fern, or Adiantum Capillus-veneris; whence the 
trivial name, adiantifolia, which it bears in moſt collections. But, as there can be no doubt of our 
preſent plant being that defigned by Forſter, in his Prod. flor. inſul. auſtral. No. 326; of Cavanilles 
in his Diſſertationes claſſis Monadelphiæ, Diſſ. 10. p. 457 ; and as laſtly quoted by Willdenow, in 
his new Sp. Plant. Tom. 3, Part 1, p. 620; we have, without heſitation, adopted the ſpecific title it 
there bears. As an addition to the very few handſome climbing plants fit to decorate the trellis- 
work of our modern greenhouſes, or conſervatories, this plant muſt be confidered as a great acqui- 
ſition ; as the growth is rapid, the foliage of a fine green, and the flowering abundant.

IT is much to be lamented that we, as yet, have not diſcovered a mode of treatment by which many 
of the ſpecies of Albuca, Ornithogalum, Anthericum, &c. from the Cape, might be induced to 
flower with us, after the firſt year from their importation ; fince many of them never produce more 
than a few leaves afterwards; and this plant, we fear, is amongſt the number. It makes a very 
handſome and ſweet bunch of flowers, which have conſiderable duration, not leſs than a month from 
their firſt expanſion. We can ſay little as to the propagation and culture; as it has not as yet in- 
creaſed, nor has it produced any flowers fince our drawing was made, in Auguſt 1801. We think 
it is only in the Hibbertian Collection, to which it was introduced by Mr. Niven, in 1800, from the 
Cape of Good Hope.

Taz extreme fragrance of this plant, amply compenſates for its want of beauty; it retains its ſweet- 
neſs through the whole period of its flowering, which is of near a month's continuance. There is a 
ſpecies of this genus, much reſembling our plant in flower, but nothing in the leaf; it is known by 
the name of L. patens, and has been frequently told for this, but its ſcent is quite different, and it 
flowers much earlier; that is to ſay, in the month of March, but the L. fragrans does not produce 
its bloſſoms till May.

Tuis diviſion of the butterfly flowered plants, from New Holland, was among the firſt genera which 
were raiſed from the ſeeds of that country, in Britain. And though we have poſſeſſed the plants fo 
long, and both ſpecies, or rather the two varieties, perfect their ſeeds with us; yet are the plants very 
ſcarce, few of them are to be met with, and ſeldom more than a plant, or two, is to be found in any 
collection. The Davieſias grow about a foot and a half high, and when in flower make a very pretty 
appearance, as nearly the whole buſh is covered with bloſſoms. They are rather tender, and are im- 
patient of wet, which is, perhaps, the greateſt enemy many of the plants from that country have to 
encounter with us. It flowers about April or May; is increaſed by ſeeds, or cuttings; ſhould be kept 
in a ſmall pot, comparatively with what may be uſed for the ſame ſized plants, and planted in ſandy 
peat, Our drawing was made from the Hibbertian collection, in the month of May 1802.

Taz Sweet - ſcented Aletris, from the great height it attains before it flowers, which is, from 9 to 
12 feet, and nearly two-thirds of the length of the ſtem, without leaves; takes off much from the 
merit of this grand plant as cultivated in our colder regions. It is a native of Africa, and muſt be 
kept in the hot-houſe, in the bark-bed, to have it bloſſom. The flowers are extremely fragrant, open 
in the evening and cloſe again with the firſt rays of the morning ſun. It is propagated either by 
ſuckers, which it ſometimes produces, or by cutting off ſmall portions from the roots; which will 
become plants in about three months, if placed in the heat of a ſtrong hot-bed; theſe are likewiſe 
very ſweet-ſcented, having the flavour of orris-root, or violets. Our figure was taken from a plant in 
the collection of J. Vere, Eſq. Kenfington Gore, this preſent month of May, 1803. 

A ſchiſm has ariſen on the ſubje& of this genus among modern botaniſts; from whom we muſt, 
however, exclude the celebrated author of Miller's New Gardeners' Dictionary; who, in this inſtance, 
has preſerved the genus entire, 'Three genera have, as uſual, been made out of one; the Cape ſpecies 
are denominated Veltheimias; thoſe known under the names of A. zeylanica and A. guineenſis, are 
termed Sanſevieras; A. farinoſa and A. fragrans being the only remnants of the original genus. Such 
are the happy effects, of modern ſcrutiny, upon the works of the antiquated Linnæus! and ſuch might 
be the anſwer of theſe illuminati, which poor Gradus, in the farce of Who's the Dupe, gives to his 
miſtreſs, when queſtioned upon the utility of his labours; alas, how elſe ſhould our merit be diſ- 
covered, but by elancing from the old track of plain ſenſe and nature.

Tais ſpecies of Protea, though it does not ſtand among the foremoſt of its congeners in competition 
for beauty; yet, has its merits, and thoſe of no ſmall moment, as a hardy green-houſe plant; for it 
rarely miſſes flowering, in the month of May, annually, and its bloſſoms continue in perfection at 
leaſt two months. It is ſeldom hurt by cold or wet, if not expoſed to either in the extreme, Is eafily 
propagated from cuttings, made in the month of May, or June; by the ſame mode as has been de- 
ſcribed for the increaſing the preceding ſpecies of the Genus, already figured in this work.

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Tuis handſome annual is an old inhabitant of our hot-houſes, for it has been cultivated ſo long ago 
as the year 1731, by Mr. Miller; but from its character as an annual, our ſummers not proving always 
congenial to the perfecting its ſeeds, it has at intervals been loſt to us. It is a native of the Eaſt In- 
dies, and, in general, good ſeed may be procured by keeping the plants constantly in'a hot-bed or hot- 
houſe; but the beſt method is to raiſe them on a ſtrong hot-bed, keeping them there till in flower, 
and then transferring them to the hot-bouſe or dry-ſtove, to perfect their ſeeds.

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Wages to place the limits to the various new genera of this very extended natural order of plants, 

with butterfly bloſſoms, from New Holland, appears a taſk of ſome difficulty with our modern bo- 

taniſts; for, no ſooner have we formed an eſſential character for a genus, than immediately we are 

ſtruck with the appearanet of new plants, whoſe whole habits aſſimilate with our newly conſtructed 

family, but in the principal and pointed eſſential character. In ſuch predicament ſtands our preſent 

ſubjeR, it wants the appendicula to the cup, yet has it been placed, by Willdenow, &c. to Pultenæa; 

and with good reaſon, we preſume, for if every difference of this nature was taken up, on which to 

form new genera, nearly every plant from that country would furniſh grounds for new names; and, 

to ſay the truth, we think they are, already, ſufficiently extended. The Pultenæas are all rather im- 

patient of wet, and although they are not frequently killed by too much moiſture, yet they become 

unſightly, by lofing all their lower leaves. This ſpecies grows to the height of about three feet;

Few of the plants from New Holland have excited more admiration than the Styphelias; the S. tubi- 
flora figured in the New Holland botany of Dr. Smith, the S. triflora given in the firſt Vol, of this 
work, our preſent plant, together with the numerous other ſpecies already known from dried ſpeci- 
mens, lead us to conjecture that the genus is as copious as any, Bankſia not excepted, from that 
country. This plant grows to the height of two feet, or more; the flowers nearly covering the 
branches. It is rather delicate, requiring but little water, in the winter months; as it is certain to 
periſh, if kept wet any conſiderable time. Is propagated by cuttings, and muſt be kept in a ſmall 
pot, proportional to the ſize of the plant, in very ſandy peat earth. Our figure was taken from a 
plant in the Hibbertian collection, in the month of April, 1803.

Tuis fingular little Orchis was firſt introduced to. us, from the Cape of Good Hope, by Mr. F. Maſſon, 
in 1787, but has been loſt to our gardens fince near that time till laſt year, when we had the plea- 
ſure of ſeeing it again in the collection of T Evans, Eſq. Stepney ; but we much fear, without a 
freſh ſupply of roots, it will again ſoon ſtand but as a name in our catalogues. It is a very tender 
and delicate plant; and, like nearly the whole of this natural order, difficult to propagate or preſerve 
in a cultivated ſtate; wherefore we cannot pretend to recommend any particular method. The bulb 


which flowered at Stepney was planted in ſandy peat, and appeared in good health. It flowers in 
September, loſes its leaves ſoon after flowering, and is extremely fragrant.

Ov preſent figure repreſents a plant a native of New Holland and New Zealand, in the Pacific 
Ocean ; but, we have great reaſon to think, it has been referred, rather raſhly, to the genus under 
which it is here named; and that it poſſeſſes a diſtinctive character ſufficient on which to have formed 
a new one, We have, nevertheleſs, as uſual, taken it up under the title it is in general known by, 
as publiſhed by Vahl, in his Symbolz Botanicæ, Part III. p. 3, and quoted from him into Willde- 
now's Sp. Plant. p. 46, and thence into Profeſſor Martyn's ed. of Miller's Di&. article Olea, 5. 
Whether the fruit of this plant will ever turn to account, when cultivated, as an article of food, time 
muſt evince; but, certainly, it bears an appearanee of much hope. It is a ſtrong woody growing 
ſhrub, forming itſelf into a handſome round-headed plant; and, when in full flower, has a very 
pretty appearance, having all the neceſſary qualities of ſuch plants as are fit for planting out in a 
conſervatory.

THr1s plant is ſaid to have been in our European gardens ſo long ago as the year 1603: having, at 


that time, been ſent to Paris by the younger Robin from Guinea. 


But however this may be, as yet 


there 1s no figure of the plant by which it may be known from many of this beautiful tribe, except 
the one by the late Mr. Nodder. We are indebted for its laſt introduction to the honourable the 
Sterra Leone Company, who received, in 1792, the roots of this plant, amongſt many others, from 
that ſettlement; which were by them preſented to Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy, at Hammerſmith. Our 
figure was taken in June from a plant in flower this preſent year, 1803, in the collection of J. Vere, 
Esq. Kenſington Gore, where, from the particular management of Mr. Anderſon, the ſame root 
has flowered ſeveral times; a circumſtance that but rarely happens with theſe bulbs after the firſt year

Ta1s fine ſpecies of Magnolia is a natiye of China and Japan, was introduced to us by the late 
Mr. Slater of Laytonſtone, to whom we are ſo much indebted for the greateſt number of beautiful 
plants which have been imported from thence by any individual. It is a very free growing plant; 
will reſiſt the ſeverity of our winters, if planted in a warm ſituation, and is deciduous; but if kept in 
the conſervatory, it retains its leaves the whole year, and flowers about June. It is propagated with 
eaſe by laying, or by cuttings, and thrives in peat earth, with a ſmall mixture of loam. The plant 
from which our figure was taken is in the magnificent Conſervatory of the Right Honourable the 
Marquis of Blandford, White Knights, near Reading, Berks; and, we believe, the fineſt ſpecimen of 
this ſpecies of Magnolia in Britain.

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As an intereſting deſideratum, this plant has ſtood long amongſt botanical collectors; but till the year 
1801, it was never ſeen, in a vegetating ſtate, in Britain; at which period, it was introduced to our 
gardens, by Mr. Niven, from the Cape of Hope. It is not, we believe, (although conſidered hitherto. 
as ſuch,) an annual; but rather, a half woody ſhrub, eafily deſtroyed by moiſture. As the ſeed 
appears to ripen freely, although there ſeems no other mode of perpetuating the plant, we ſhall 
ftand in no danger of loſing it; its attractions are, indeed, not great as to beauty, but much ſo as 
to ſingularity; ſince we have no plant to which it affines in general habit. The ſeeds ſhould be 
ſown on a gentle hot-bed, in March, and tranſplanted when about two inches high, into pots, to 
flower, which they will do about September.

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Tuis new ſpecies of Everlaſting - flower was introduced to us, at the ſame time, with the X. ſpirale 
of this work, Pl. CCLXII. by Montague Burgoyne, Esq. of Mark Hall, Eſſex, in the year 1801, It 
is a quick growing plant, and has flowered for the firſt time laſt April, when our drawing was taken.

Tus fine ſpecies of Water - lily is a native of the Eaſt Indies, on the Malabar coaſt; and has been 
given by Rheed, in his Hortus Malabaricus, Vol. II. p. 53. fig. 27. At firſt fight, it has much the 

appearance of N. cœrulea, but upon cloſer inſpection it is found to poſſeſs many ſtrongly differing 
characters, viz. In this, the under part of the leaves are purpliih, the lobes ſtraddle; in that, they are 
tiled, or lay upon each other; in N. ſtellata the petals or chives ſeldom exceed ten; whereas, the 
N. cœrulea has an indefinite number of both. The roots, likewiſe, are perfectly diſtin; in 
N. cœrulea the diverging roots proceed from the lower part of the bulb, from whence the leaves iſſue, 
but in N. ſtellata from the top, leaving below them a ſmooth top-ſhaped bulb. The parts which 
compoſe the ſummit, or rather the ſummits, (for indeed we thould confider them, if it lay with us, as 
diſtin& pointals,) are expanded horizontally when the flower is in its perfect ſtate, forming a ſtar like 
appearance, whence its ſpecific name. It is much tenderer than N. cœrulea, and will not flower but 
in ſtrong heat. Mr. Anderſon informs us that the plants which have produced perfect ſeeds, this year, 
were from ſeeds, received by A. B. Lambert, Eſq. (communicated by Dr. Roxburgh from India) in 
the month of March, and raiſed by him for the collection of J. Vere, Eſq. Kenſington Gore, where.

IT ſhould ſeem that this Genus has not been obſerved with ſufficient accuracy, at leaſt thoſe plants 
known to us, and which have been treated of as belonging to the claſs Pentandria. The preſent one, 
for inſtance, which is unqueſtionably the plant deſigned by Swartz, Commelin, Seba, &o. and is ac- 
knowledged by Swartz to be triandrous and moncecious, yet that it ſhould be continued in the Kew 
Catalogue and by Willdenow, &c. to Pentandria, is aſtoniſhing. We have no hefitation in declaring 
our opinion that the whole genus as it now ſtands ought to be thrown to Phyllanthus. But, as the title 
Xylophylla is ſo well known for theſe plants; we have thought it more ſafe to give the Genus thoſe 
characters the plants bear under their true Claſs and Order, than make any alteration in it. The 
Xylophylla falcata is a native of the Weſt India Iſlands, and has been long cultivated in our hot- 
houſes; ſo long ago as the year 1739. It is a tender plant, and will not flower without the aſſiſtance 
of the bark-bed; is eafily propagated by cuttings; grows beſt in ſandy peat, and flowers in Auguſt, 
Our drawing was made at the Hammerſmith Nurſery.

ALL the ſpecies of this Genus of plants are aquatic, or water plants, and differ but little from each 
other, in their ſpecific characters. Our preſent ſubje& is a native of the Weſt India Iſlands, and re- 
quires the atmoſphere of a hot-houſe to induce it to flower. The bloſſoms, on the lower part of the 
flower-ſtem, are all females; and thoſe on the upper part, males; they are all exceedingly delicate, 
as either wind, or wet, deſtroys them. It increaſes by offsets from the root; but the ſeeds do not ripen 
in this country. It muſt be kept in a pan or tub half filled with earth, and the other half with water, 
but does not require to be plunged in the tan-bed.

Tax Clapham Collection is the only one in which this curious ſpecies of Struthiola is, at preſent, to 
be ſeen. It was ſent by Mr. Niven, from the Cape, in 1799, and flowered, for the firſt time, laſt year 
1802, in the month of Auguſt, when our drawing was made. It is a tender Green-houſe plant, as 
are moſt of this natural order, from that country; being ſuſceptible of too great moiſture, either 
when expoſed to the open air during heavy rains in ſummer, or from over watering in winter. 
Wherefore they are beſt preſerved by ſheltering them in an airy fituation during ſummer, and giving 
thera but little water in winter, It is encreaſed by cuttings, taken off in the month of May, planted 
in a pot, filled to the margin with ſandy loam, and plunged under a hand-glaſs, in a ſhady border, 


without watering the loam, It grows moſt flouriſhing in a mixture of ſandy peat and loam; the peat 
about one third part.

Ta1s is the only ſpecies of the Genus we have yet ſeen from the Cape of Good Hope; and, as it appears 
that Thunberg diſcovered but this ſolitary inſtance, which he has given in his Prodromus Plantarum 
Capenſium, under the ſpecific title we have here adopted, from him; he, perhaps, thought himſelf 

a warranted in ſo naming it; although naming plants from the country where they are firſt found re- 
quires but little reaſoning to ſhew its impropriety. It is a hardy green-houſe plant, but from all 
appearance, like the moſt of this natural order, rather ſhort-lived. It grows freely in a mixture of 
loam and ſandy peat; and there is every appearance that the ſeeds will ripen, the only method by 
which there is any likelihood of its being perpetuated. 

The plant, before flowering, does not grow above fix inches high; but the flower-ſtem riſes near 
eighteen inches. Our figure was taken from a plant in the Hibbertian Collection; where it flowered 
for the firſt time in England in the month of July 1803; having been ſent home, by Mr. Niven, from 

the Cape, in 1800.

Tax Geranium coronopifolium is one of thoſe ſpecies we may fairly denominate biennial; for ſuch is 
certainly the G. tricolor, G. Oenothera, G. tomentoſum, &c. and as ſuch muſt be propagated every 
year to have a ſucceſſion of them, It is readily increaſed by putting the cuttings into ſmall pots, and 
plunging them in the heat of a hot-bed or hot houſe, early in the month of March; which plants will 
flower in September. It was firſt introduced to the Kew Gardens by Mr, Maſſon in 1792. The plant 
is very delicate, and ſhould be kept in a dry part of the green-houſe, in a mixture of ſandy peat and 
rich earth. Our figure is from a plant in the Hibbertian Collection; where, likewise, we found the 
variety of which a flower 1s given on the plate. Mr, Allen informs us, he procured the Var. by ap-

Tar character of moſt of the Lobelias from the Cape, and elſewhere, is, that they are either annual or 
biennial, and can ſcarcely be conſidered as ſhrubs. Our preſent ſubject is a biennial from the Cape of 
Good Hope, flowers the firſt year from the ſeed, if fown in March, and may be preſerved a ſecond 
year; but, as it ſeeds ſo abundantly, it is ſcarce worth the pains to preſerve it, as the plants of one 
year's growth are ſo much handſomer than thofe preſerved through the winter. It flowers from July

As a fingular vegetable production, we have given a ſpecimen of this moſt curious flower, but not as 
a novelty, as it is, certainly, rather common, the ſeeds having frequently been brought to us from Por- 
tugal, (to which country it was first introduced from Braſil in South America), ever ſince the year 
1690. It is a climbing plant and muſt be kept in the hothouſe, is propagated by ſeeds or cuttings, 
grows to the height of 12 or 14 feet, and ſhould be planted in rich earth. The flowers are produced 
about Auguſt; they are very fragrant, but have not much duration, and the plant has much the re- 


ſemblance of the common ſcarlet kidney - bean.

Tux Blandfordia cordata was firſt obſerved by Mr. J. Fraſer, in the year 1786, on the banks of the 
Savannah river, near its ſource, in Georgia, North America; but was not introduced to us until the 
year 1800, when it was brought to England, amongſt many other novelties, by that gentleman. It 
is, as are moſt of the plants of that country, rather too tender to reſiſt the ſeverity of our winters; and 
ſhould be protected, either in the green-houſe, or in the cooleft and ſhadieſt part of the hot-houſe; 
where, if it is kept the year through, it will flouriſh, and flower about the month of June. It is 
increaſed by parting the roots about April; delights in moiſture and ſhade; thriving mot in a light 
peat ſoil, with a ſmall mixture of ſandy loam. This plant, from its general habit, would at firſt fight 


de taken for a ſpecies of Tiarella, or Heuchera, to both which it bears great reſemblance, being all, 


likewiſe, natives of the ſame clime; but the ſtrongly differing characters, in the parts of fructification, 
prevent its being placed to either of thoſe genera. The honey-cup, it is true, might, perhaps, with 
reason, be confidered as the connected threads of ten chives, and what we take to be the ſegments of 
its border, ſet down as ſo many ſterile ones to make up this number. Thus, the plant would be tranſ- 
muted to the XVI claſs; but, from our beſt judgment, we have placed it, as above, in the V. 

Our figure is from a ſpecimen communicated by the Right Hon. the Marquis of Blandford, from 
his magnificent gardens at White Knights, near Reading, Berks. Little need be urged for the pro- 
priety of our naming a plant from the Marquis of Blandford; and thus, dedicating this ſmall part of 
our labours to his lordſhip; as few, at preſent, patronize the ſcience, through all its branches, with 
ſo much vigour and liberality, or who have equal knowledge in its theory and practice.

Tax Sword- ſhaped-leaved Epidendrum is a native of China and Japan, was cultivated, before 1792, 
in the gardens of the Marchioneſs of Rockingham, at Hillindon, Middleſex. It has more the habit 
and character of Limodorum than Epidendrum, to which genus it was firſt placed; and, like the Epi- 
dendrum finense of this work, Plate CCX VI. Vol. III. requires but little heat to keep it in health; 
preferring a ſandy loam to any other matter, for its nouriſhment, It, like the turenained, and ſeve- 
ral other ſpecies of this genus, or rather of the genus Limodorum, not being thick leaved, or paraſitic, 
where indigenous, are of conſequence much caſier preſerved and increaſed than thoſe of that deſcrip- 
tion. Its flowers, which are produced in September or October, are very fragrant, particularly in the 


evening, continue in perfection above a month. It is propagated by parting the roots in the month 
of May.

AmoNGsT the plants, of this natural order, from the Cape of Good Hope, we find ſuch an intermix- 
ture of character, in the different parts of fructification; that, if ſome latitude is not taken in referring 
them to ſome of the old genera, almoſt every freſh ſubject, we diſcover, would require a new one. 
This plant, although we have placed it to Hyacinthus, with thoſe that have gone before us, has juſter 
claims to Drimia, Polyanthes or Scilla; for it is wanting in the eſſential characters of Hyacinthus, 
being unfurniſhed with the honied pores, and having the chives inſerted into the tube of the bloſ- 
ſom, three of which are, alternately, double the length of the others. To Drimia, a new genus of 
Profeflor Jacquin, and a mutilation of Hyacinthus, it is moſt allied; but, we have not thought fit 
to alter its known ftation, as, without doubt, the multiplication of genera, or altering the place of 
known plants, adds but to the difficulties of a moſt intricate, though pleaſing ſtudy. It is a hardy 
green-houſe bulb ; delights in a mixture of peat earth and ſandy loam; increaſes by offsets, and 
flowers in October or November. Our figure was made from a plant in the Nurſery of Mr. Williams 
of Turnham Green, who firſt imported it in 1800. It is ſaid, by Koenig, to grow in paſture lands 
near the Cape town, and was firſt noticed there by him.

Tuis is a plant of con ſiderable ſize at the Cape of Good Hope, ſo much ſo, as to be looked upon there 
rather as a tree, than ſhrub. It was firſt ſent to England, in the year 1773, by Mr. F. Matſon; is a 
hardy green- houſt plant; thrives in a mixture of Joam and peat, and flowers in Auguſt, or September. 
There is no method, yet diſ covered, to propagate it in this country; but, as ſeeds are ſo common of 
this plant, near Cape town, there is ſcarce a parcel arrives, from thence, which does not contain ſome 
of them. | | 
Among the new modern vagaries in botany, this genus has been thought, by the French botaniſts, 
(those admirable perplexcrs of natural order,) to be better divided in two, as lome of the ſpecies 
happen to hare the joints of the pods a little more twelled than others, How fo trifling a variation, 
and that in a part of the plant which 1s known to vary, in almoſt every genus, through moſt of the 
ſpecies, where they are numerous; ſhould have been deemed ot ſufficient moment to alter the names 
of so many eſtabliſhed plants, and thoſe determined by ſuch authority as Linnæus, we are at a loſs to 
determine; and are equally aſtoniſhed that Willdenow thould have followed them.

Our preſent ſubject ſtood formerly attached to the genus Guaiacum, under the title of G. affrum, and 
has been long cultivated in Britain and Holland, perhaps more than a century. Profeſſor Jacquin, in 
his Collectanea ad Bot. &c, Vol. I. p. 93, thought fit to conſtitute it a new genus, naming it after 
his companion R. van der Schot. About the ſame time, the year 1786, a monograph on this plant 
was publiſhed at Manheim, by Fred. Caſim. Medikus, under the name of Theodora Specioſa; but 
Jacquin's title has univerſally obtained. To preſerve this plant in good health, it ſhould be kept in 
the cooleſt part of the hot-houſe, or in a dry ſtove, the warmth of a common green houſe being inſuf- 


ficient to preſerve its foliage through the winter months. It is a native of all that extent of the African 


coaſt from Senegal river, to the Cape of Good Hope, where it grows to the height of twe nty teet and 
upwards. The ſeeds, which are frequently imported, keep many years in a vegetative ſtate, and is, 
almoſt, the only method hy which it can be propagated; for little ſucceſs can be hoped, either from 
layers, or cuttings. It flowers from October till December, delighting in a light ſandy loam. Per- 
haps, no plant which has been as long in cultivation with us, has ſo ſeldom been ſeen to flower; for, 
although the plants in the Kew gardens and elſewhere, are of a conſiderable ſize, yet have we few in- 
ſtances of its flowering, no mention being made of its time of infloreſcence in the catalogue of that 
collection, 

From a plant, ſtill in flower, this preſent December 1803, which was literally covered with bloſ- 
ſoms above two feet from its top, our drawing was taken; it is in the valuable and extenfive collection 
of Iſaac Swainſon, Eſq. Twickenham; which for ſcientific arrangement and richneſs in hardy ſhrubs 
and herbaceous plants, in particular, yields to no private or public collection we know of; and which, 
from the extreme urbanity of the liberal proprietor, is at all times open, to every botaniſt or collector.

From the great number of new ſpecies of the divided leaved Proteas, we are led to conjecture, that 
they are as numerous as thoſe with entire leaves. The P. decumbens, from the different ſpecimens 
we have ſeen, appears to branch into many varieties; ſome with hairy leaves and _ ſtems, ſome with 
very cloſe thick fet leaves, and ſome, with both ſtems and leaves, quite ſmooth. They are all, never- 
theleſs, very ſlender ſtemed; and, there is little doubt but, in their natural ſtate, they reſt on the 
ground; although in the faſhion we train them here, they have the appearance of being erect. This 
ſpecies is found at a conſiderable diſtance from the Cape Town, on the summits of dry ſandy hills; 
wherefore, it muſt be kept in the moſt airy part of the green-houſe, and watered but ſeldom. The 
ſtem does not grow more than eighteen inches long, and frequently flowers, as was the caſe in the 
preſent inſtance, when not more than twelve. It is propagated, readily, from cuttings made in the 
month of May, if treated in the method already directed for the increaſe of theſe plants. The earth 
in which it ſhould be planted is, a light ſandy bright loam. Our drawing was taken in the month of 
July, 1802, from a plant in the Hibbertian Collection, to which it was introduced by Mr. Niven, in 
the year 1800.

Taz drawing, from which our figure of this ſpecies of Lachenalia was taken, was made from a plant 
communicated by Iſaac Swainſon, Eſq. from his Botanic Gardens, Twickenham, Middleſex ; 
where it is ſtill in flower, this preſent month of January, 1804; and where we believe it is only to 
be met with at preſent in this kingdom. It is one of the largeſt growing plants of the genus, the 
leaves when in a ſoil it approves attaining the length of eighteen inches, or more.

HERE we find another hiatus to fill up, or paſs over; either a new genus is to be formed for this 
plant, or we muſt not boggle at trifles, and ſkip over one of the eſſential characters of Dr. Smith's 
Pultenzas, the appendicles or props at the fide of the cup, which are wanting in this plant, though 
agreeing in every other. We have, however, until the Doctor ſhall think fit to regulate theſe new, 
numerous and intricate genera and ſpecies from New Holland, made no ſcruple to add this plant, as 
another ſpecies, to the genus Pultenæa. It is a low growing buſhy ſhrub, ſeldom attaining more than 
a foot in height ; is very apt to be deſtroyed by damp in winter, and is not to be propagated but by 
ſeeds, which, however, it perfects in this country. The bloſſoms begin to appear in May, and con- 
tinue in ſucceſſion through the ſummer months of June, July, and Auguſt, It ſhould be kept warm 
and dry in winter, growing with moſt luxuriance in light ſandy peat earth, and flowering the ſecond 
year from the ſeed, This plant was firſt raiſed in 1792, by Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy, at their nurſery,

ALL the ſpecies of this genus, yet diſcovered, are natives of North America, and are conſidered as 
hardy herbaceous plants; the winters of this country not being too ſevere for them ; although they 
are found as far ſouth as Carolina, yet they are more plentiful in Penſylvania, about Philadelphia. 
They flouriſh moſt in a ſhady, moiſt ſituation; and increase, freely, by parting the roots in the month 
of March. The flowers are produced in May, the flower-ftem increafing in length, till the flowers 
are entirely decayed.

From the number of ſpecimens in the herbarium of G. Hibbert, Eſq. which we ſhould refer to this 
genus; it ſtands fair to rival, in number of ſpecies, every other, natives of the Cape of Good Hope; with 
the exception of Erica, Geranium, and Protea. This ſpecies has many varieties, and we are in doubt 
whether this is not one from the A. carnoſa, or A. pinguis of Thunberg; for although, the cup, in the 
one, may differ, in having the ſegments deſcribed as pointed ; and in the other, the leaves may be 
rather three-fided; yet, may our plant be no more than a flight variation from either of them: but 
this we cannot decide without living plants of each, for dried ſpecimens would not determine the fact. 

This plant was introduced to the Hibbertian Collection, in 1800, by Mr. Niven, from the Cape. 
It is a tender green-houſe plant, grows to the height of eighteen inches, very buſhy, and covers itſelf 
with flowers about July; in which month, 1803, our drawing was taken. It has hitherto put the 
ability of Mr. Allen, which is not often the caſe, to a ſtand for a method to propagate it; but we 
have hopes, as moſt of the ſpecies do, that it will ripen its ſeeds in this country.

Auoxesr the numerous new plants introduced from China by the late Mr. Slater, of Laytonſtone, in 
the year 1793, this is certainly to be conſidered as amongſt the moſt beautiful. The only draw back 
to its general merit, as a hot- houſe plant, is the great height to which it might attain before it flowers; 
being in common fourteen or fifteen feet. It propagates by offsets, and is kept with little trouble ; 
as it will flouriſh in almoſt any ſoil, and will flower, if ſet in any part of the hot-houſe, ſo as not to 
interrupt its growth, the bloſſoms being produced only from the ſummit, Although with us the ſtem 
is permanent, as with ſome others of the ſame natural habit, yet it cannot, we think, with propriety 
be confidered as either a tree or ſhrub, but rather herbaceous. Some contention, at firſt, aroſe 
whether this plant ſhould be referred to the preſent Genus; which was formed, by the younger 
Linnæus, from a plant a native of Surinam, S. America, ſome of the parts not exactly correſponding, 
eſpecially the fruit; we have nevertheleſs made no ſcruple in placing it to that Genus, with which, 
upon an inſpection of the diſſections, it will be found very well to accord.
